practicing in military'drill, The captain 
of whom I speak, brought a large amount 
of Hour and other provisions, from Pitls- 
burg for the camp. He did not learn the 
particular object of the gathering, but pre- 
sumes it has some relation to a visit-to Vir 
ginia—propably Harper's'Ferry—when the 
proper time .arrives. The camp is . not 
more than a'day's march from the Virginia 
line. The captain.further states.that 1,000 
additional negroes are expected,to reach 
the camp in a few days.

Fortress Dlonroe. 


Much interest is felt in the condition of 


this fortress. 
It is difficult to arrive at cor- 


rect conclusions in regard to it. Doubtless 
there are as many men and as much muni- 
nitions of war in the fortress as the gov- 
ernment deems necessary, as there is every 
opportunity to place them there from ves- 
sels of war. A correspondent of the New 
York Herald says it has 2,000 troops, well 
provisioned.

Old Hickory on Nullification. 


The following account of an interview at 


the White House, which we find quoted in 
Parton'a Life of Gen. Jackson, will be read 
with interest just now, as giving a glimpse 
behind the scenes, at a period of our histo- 
ry which bears a close analogy to the pres- 
ent. 
The country now expects that Mr. 


Lincoln now will be as determined as Old 
Hickory was in 1833.1 At the height of the 
nullification excitement, Gen. Sam. Dale 
of Mississippi, an old friend of Jackson's, 
called on him at the Presidential mansion, 
and the manner in which, the engrossing 
topic repeatedly breaks out in the course of 
conversation in other matters, shows that 
it was uppermost in the old hero's mind. 
"By the God of Heaven 1" he exclaimed, "I 
will uphold the laws." And in repeating 
the determination, he flung down his pipe 
by way of. emphasis, shivering it into frag- 
ments. What the country applauded as 
heroism in 1833, it'surely will not repudi- 
ate in 1861. If Mr. Lincoln will continue 
to manifest the same vigor, his fame will 
become as dear to the popular heart as Old 
Hickory's. 
After the first shaking of hands, 


the narrative of the visit proceeds as.fol- 
lows : 
. . : ' . - 


We walked into his reception room, and 


I was introduced to Col. Benton and five or 
six other distinguished men. They were 
all very civil and invited me to visit them. 
They were talking over "nullification," the 
engrossing subject at that period, and the 
President turning to me, said : " General 
Dale, if this thing goes on, our country will 
be like a bag of meal with both ends open. 
Pick it up in the middle or endwise, and it 
will run out. I must tie the bag and save 
the- country." 
The company now took 


leave ; but when I rose to retire with Col. 
King; the General detained me, ordered up 
some whisky, and directed his servant to 
refuse all visitors till one o'clock. 
He talk- 


ed over our campaigns, and then of the bu- 
siness that brought me to Washington. He 
then said: " Sam, you have been true to 
your country, but you have made one mis- 
take in life.

NATIONAL ARMORIES—WHERE AND How 


PROVIDED.—A great change has taken place 
in the armament of the country in the last 
few years. An immense work has been 
done quietly in the way of making and 
storeingarms and munitions of war. 
There 


are twenty-five arsenals, but we believe only 
four armories for the manufacture of arms, 
Of the arsenals, eleven were in the south, 
aad of these eight have been seized. 
The 


arsenals at Pikesville, (Md.,) Fort Monroe, 
(Va.,) and St. Louis have not been seized, 
and probably cannot be. The two former, 
however, we presume contain very few arms, 
and most of those in the latter were remov- 
ed a few nights ago. The great armories 
are Springfield, (Mass.,) and Allegheny, 
(Pa.) 
The greatest arsenal formerly, was 


Watervliet, (N. Y.) 
All the arsenals make 


more or less of arms and equipments, but 
guns and cannon are only made at certain 
places. 
Cannon are cast by contract with 


the great foundries. The largest of these 
are the West Point foundry, at Cold Spring, 
(N.Y.,) and "the Allegheny, (Pa.) , The 
casting of cannon is, of course, an immense 
labor and expense. 
But it is now brought 


to great perfection. 
In the year 1856, no 


less than 120 of the great Columbiads were 
cast, chiefly at the foundries mentioned.— 
In that year, full 20,000 rifles and muskets 
were manufactured. 


To give an idea of the great manufacture 


of arms constantly going on,, we copy from 
an Ordnance Report the number made in 
a single .year, mostly at Springfield, -Har- 
per's B'erry and Allegheny:

122 Columbiads. 
41 'Bronze field guns audhowitzers 


21,343 Rifles, muskets and carbines. 


1,318,362 Cartridges for small arms. 


8,158 Stand fixed ammunition . for 


artillery. 


This is the ordinary manufacture of a 


single year; besides gun carriages, cassons, 
balls, and all other military munitions.— 
This amount can be doubled and quadrup- 
led by in creasing the number of men.— Cin- 
cinnati Gazette.

In this order the procession was formed, 


under^the direction of Ira Justin, Jr., Grand 
Marshal, and Col. R. H. White, Col. Rob- 
ert Patten, and E. Bradley, Esq., Asist- 
ant Marshals ; and moved through Main St. 


- to Milwaukee street across the upper bridge 


to the front of the Hyatt House, where -the 
procession came to a halt,-Capt. Ely's com- 
pany being in advance, and all fronting the 
speakers' stand. 


During the march to this point, the side- 


walks were crowded by a densely moving 
mass of people, and the stores, places of 
business and private residences were deco- 
rated with flags, and the windows filled 
with people, waving handkerchiefs and 


' cheering. 


At the HyattHouse, when the procession 


stopped, there was the largest gathering 'of 
people we have ever witnessed in this city. 
Every available place in the vicinity, where 
there were good points of observation, were 
occupied by masses of the people, while the 
streets in the vicinity were filled with a 
dense crowd of our citizens, all eager to pay 
a parting tribute to the brave volunteers, 
who were departing to defend the country. 


The beautiful national flag, which had 


been prepared by the ladies of the city to be 
presented to Capt. Ely's company was dis- 
played from the stand, and attracted much 
attention. 
It was composed of silk, and 


reflects great credit upon those whose taste, 
labor and money, were freely bestowed up- 
on it, that it might be a worthy representa- 
tion- of the patriotic sentiments of the wives, 
mothers and daughters of our city. 


W. H. Ebbetts Esq., having been ap- 


pointed by the ladies to present this flag to 
the company, and also a sword to Uapt. Ely, 
on behalf of the bar of this city, of which 
he has for many years been a member, 
spoke in substance as follows : 


The 
patriotic ladies of the 
city of 


Janesville, impelled by a just pride in the 
motives which had induced the company to 
volunteer in the service of their country in 
the hour of her need, had caused to be pre- 
pared the beautiful banner to present to the 
company, and had conferred upon him the 
honor of discharging that duty. The mem- 


. bers of the bar of the city had also delega- 
ted to bim the duty of presenting the 
sword which he then tendered. The donors 
of these gifts hail every confidence that in 
the integrity and courage of the command- 
er and his company, neither would suffer 
any dishonor, and if returned, stained or 
torn, their beauty would be tarnished in the 
turmoil of conflict and the carnage of vic- 
tory. Place that flag in the midst of your 
gallant band, to nerve their arms and fire 
...their hearts. Let it be borne into the midst 
, of the battle, and, above all, let it remain 
•" unsullied by a traitor's touch. 


SOLDIERS I Remember, on the field of 


battle and in every trial, that your country- 
women, unselfishly aud patriotically devoted 
to the cause of th'eir country, have placed 
in your hands a mighty charge, and they 
bid you go forth from this hour in defence 
of the constitution and the unity of the 
American people, earnestly resolved by this 
flag to live and for that da? to die ! They 
bid you remember that though when that 
flag was first given to the breeze, darkness 
-and adversity almost precluded the hope of 
a successful issue to tbe struggle which it 
inaugurated, yet that, from the firey and 
bloody baptism of the revolution, it was 
borne in victory and triumph to become ' 
pride and hope of every nation and ev< 
ciime. 


And thjy tell me to assure you that when- 


ever you may rally around that flai*, wheth- 
er ' it be upon the shores of the histor- 


. ic Potomoc to hurl back red-handed treason 
from the Capitol and tomb of our country's 
father ; or whether it be to maintain the 
right to free navigation of tho mighty river 
of tbe west, warm hearts will throb for your 
welfare,, and earnest prayers will ascend to 
heaven for the success of the cause in which 
you are engaged. 


But these expressions of earnest sympa- 


thy and well-founded pride must cease, 
though our feelings grow stronger and deep 
er in this solemn moment when yon are 
about to leave us to engage in a new and 
dangerous service. Be assured, sir, (ad- 
dressing Capt.Ely) that your country women, 
the wives,, the sisters, and the daughters of 
your friends will pray Heaven's protection 
may rest upon you and the brave men whom 
you comnand j and when you return, if in 
God's providence this is permitted, they 
will rejoice witli you over the glories you 
have attained, or weep with you over those 
who may have fallen. 


Take the flag, and bring it back, though 


it may be torn and tattered in the conflict 1 


Capt. Ely made a feeling and appropriate 


reply, thanking the ladies for the flag, and 
pledging himself and his company that it 
should be defended to the last in the con- 
flict to which they are hastening. 
He also 


returned his thanks to the members of the 
bar, for the elegant sword which had been | 


the 
•ery 


presented to him, paying a higb compli- 
ment to the members of the legal profes- 
sion, for their patriotism, and love of liberty 
in all ages of the world. This sword is a 
beautiful specimen of workmanship, and 
was ordered expressly^ from New York, at 
an expense of seventy-five dollars.

Gov. Barstow, in a few well-timed and 


patriotic remarks, then presented- to Capt. 
Ely, on behalf of the millers of this city, a 
pair of splendid epaulets and a silk sash, to 
which the Captain made an appropriate re- 
ply.

The officers and privates of the company 


were each presented with a copy of the New 
Testament, procured by the congregations 
of the Methodist Episcopal, Congregational, 
Baptist and Presbyterian churches. 
These 


appropriate gifts were gilt-edged, with tucks 
and clasps, aud had inseribed upon them, 
" Janesville Volunteers," in gilt letters. 


ResT. Mr. Tilton in making the presenta- 


tion, in.substance remarked.as follows :— 


SOLDIERS :—Our national treasury is rob- 


bed ; many of our public defences are ei- 
ther betrayed into the hands of traitors or 
taken by force from their rightful! owners ; 
the capitol of the nation ia menaced by 
strong rebel forces.; our country's flag is in- 
sulted, aud our loyal fellow citizens are 
murdered. By an infamous assumption of 
power, which has no historical parallel, it 
is proposed to tear down the temple of lib- 
erty reared by our fathers, the foundations 
of which were cemented in their blood, and 
declare to the world that the civilization of 
this western empire is a.failure. 


In this hour of national peril you have 


nobly responded to the call of the President, 
and laid your fortunes and your lives upon 
the 
sacred altar of liberty. You have 


sworn to defend the insulted honor of this 
government—you have sworn :to avenge the 
blood of murdered loyalty—you have sworn 
to aid your fellow patriots in preserving un- 
divided and indivisible this Union, the lega- 
cy of our fathers, and that it shall be. be- 
queathed to our children unmarred and un- 
broken. 
• ...' 


And as you are-about leaving your home 


circles and the quiet pursuits of life for the 
hardship's and dangers of .the camp, we 
meet to give you tokens of our sympathy 
and support. The ladies of the city hiivu 
presented you with a.beautiful: flag, the em- 
blem of our national glory and constitution- 
al liberties—they expect you to honor that 
flag. The members of the bar have put 
into the hands of your commander a sword, 
the emblem of authority—they expect you 
to follow its fortunes and maintain its pow- 
er. 
And your Christian friends now come 


to give you a token of their sympathy—a 
remembrance of their prayers for your per- 
sonal and collective safety. In their behalf 
I now present to each of you a copy of tbe 
New Testament. 
In that book you have 


the great bill of human rights—the Magna 
Charter of liberty. It clearly teaches the 
duty of the private .citizen, and the respon- 
sibility of the ruler. 
To one it says :— 
" Avenge not yourselves, but rather give 
place uuto wrath: for it is written, ven- 
geance is mine: I will repay, saith the 
Lord." . Of the other it says :—" He rs the 
minister of God, a revenger to execute 
wrath upon him that doeth evil." 
Bear 


this word of life in your bosoms and let 
your hearts beat ever in unison with its di- 
vine precepts. 
And in the time of trial, 


and in the shock of battle, remember that 
a thousand prayers are going to heaven 
from this city in your behalf. 
With the au- 


thority of the sword to command, and ths 
waving folds of the Star Spangled Banner 
to inspire, and with the Words of Life to 
instruct and comfort, we expect you to go 
forth to victory over our country's foes—we 
honor your patriotism and confide in your 
courage—hoping and praying for your safe 
return to your homes we bid you all adieu, 


Capt. Ely, in belalf of himself and his 


company, thanked the donors of these vol- 
umes for their present, and remarked that 
it would be their duty and pleasure to be 
guided by its precepts, and that the contest 
in which we are engaged was as much for 
religious as' civil liberty. 
Three cheers 


were then given with a will for the Janes- 
ville volunteers. 


During the presentations and the speak- 


ing much enthusiasm was manifested. Ev- 
ery one was also deeply moved at the scene, 
which called up so many conflicting feel- 
ings of enthusiastic patriotism and sadness 
at parting with the company about .leaving 
for active and dangerous service. 
: 


|The procession then: moved forward to 


the depot. Here the ceremony of raising 
a national flag over the union depot of the 
Chicago and Northwestern and Milwaukee 
and Prairie du Chien railways, was per- 
formed. 
The military, firemen and citizens 


being arranged around the pole, which is 
eighty.-three feet high, and everything being 
prepared, the old veteran of the war of 
1812, J. P. Wheeler, esq., hoisted the flag 
to its place, and as it spread out in the 
strong breeze its ample folds, the .immense 
multitude gave three cheers for the stars 
and stripes, which made the welkin ring.— 
The flag is 24 by 40 feet in size, and is an 
offering of patriotism marie by the officers, 
employees and corporators of the two rail- 
roads. 
After the flag had been raised, H. 


N. Comstock, esq., addressed the assembled 
throng, as follows : 


FELLOW CITIZENS :—Owing to want of 


time the speech of Mr. Ebbetts 'has been 
deferred, and it has fallen to my lot to 
make a few remarks on this occasion. 


The flag which we have just raised has a 


history in the past and will have one in the 
future; its past has been glorious and its 
future is to be yet still more glorious. We 
remember this flag as it floated to the 
breeze in our revolutionary struggle. It is 
the embodiment of an idea; a great idea. 
It tells us that liberty is the birthright of 
the human race ; under it our fathers fought 
for independence ; its spirit nerved them 
at Lexington, and at Bunker. Hill. 'We 
remember it at West Point, at Trenton, at 
York Town, at Benhington, at Valley 
Forge. We remember its victories in the 
north, in the south, in the east and in the 
west. 
We remember it floating proudly 


over old Independence Hall. 
We remem- 


ber it when it brought the British nation to 
its knees in acknowledgement of our rights. 
We remember it when Gen. Jackson shook 
its sacred folds iu the faceof France. We 
remember it as it led our armies, and final- 
ly floated in triumph over the Mexican Cap- 
itol. 
We remember it when under its tal- 


ismanic power Capt. lograham compelled 
Austria to respect the rights of an Ameri- 
can citizen. We remember that under it 
our commerce has securely covered every 
sea and our Christian missionaries have 
penetrated every barbarous clime and we 
behold it in Japan, and. at this 'moment 
while ell the powers represented in that far 
off land save our own have been compelled 
to fly for safety Jfrom: its borders, the 
American minister rests securely there un- 
der this noble banner and there are none 
so hardy or reckless as to offer it insult or 
injury. 
• . 
: The officers, corporations apd employees 
of the Chicago and Northwestern and the 


Milwaukee and Prairie da Chien railways 
aave provided and raised this banner to-day 
as-an evidence of their love, for.it in the 
past :and their devotion to it in the coming 
struggle. 
They mean by it that their men, 


their money, their equipments and their 
road are all at the service of their country. 
It is cheering thus to see our great corpor- 
ations dedicating all their resources to their 
country. This is so not only here but all 
over the north. 
Railroad companies, b'an'k- 


ing'iustitutions and manufacturing corpor- 
ations without number ara comiug nobly 
forward to sustain our common cause in 
this hour of trial and this is as it should be. 


One word to those brave men now de- 


parting from our midst to the scene of con- 
flict and of blood. 
. 
. 


' Soldiers I your present mission is a more 


important one than that of any olher body 
of men who have ever marched at the call 
their country, since the commencement of 
our government. 
Our fathers achieved 


independence of Great Britain, established 
liberty in all the land, and dedicated a con- 
tinent to freedom. 
Thatr liberty has now 


been assassinated by their recreant chil- 
dren, and they demand at the point of the 
bayonet that the Union shall be dissolved, 
and one-half of that continent thus dedica- 
ted to freedom shall be surrendered to sla- 
very. It is for you to say .if this shall be 
done. It is for you to say if fifteen stars 
shaU be plucked from that noble Hag which 
has never, until now, been disgraced. 


You so, it may be, to a bloody grave;— 


but you also go to victory and glory. That 
flag which now floats from almost every 
house-top in the north, shall surely lead 
you to victory. It shall yet float in tri- 
umph and in safety from the proud capitols 
of the rebellious states, and it shall wave 
proudly over the gallows of those traitors 
who have trampled it under their feet. 
The 


sacred ashes which repose at Mount Vet- 
non shall yet glow with new life as its sa 
cred stars shall do them honor. 


Go, then, to the battle field. Leave your 


kindred with us. 
We promise you to pro- 


tect them and provide for them. You shall 
have our sympathy and our aid; and we. 
have, under this sacred banner, promised 
you that we will sustain you on ihe .battle 
field. If need be, every able-bodied man 
left behind shall flee to.your aid; every 
granary aud stall and ware-house, and ev- 
ery banlj vault in the north shall be emp- 
tied for your support; but you shall cornc 
back to us with that banner unsullied, with 
wreaths of victory upon your brows, proud 
Hy trampling upon the chains which were 
forged for you, and with the emblems ol 
peace in your right hand. 


"Onward, onward to the battle! whocnndonbtwnich 


which side shall win? 


Might and Ilight both guide our squadrons, nnd th 


steadiest hearts within." 


Upon the conclusion of Mr. Comstock's 


speech, which was loudly cheered, the " Stai 
Spangled Banner " was sung with thrilling 
effect by the people, under the leadership ol 
John. R. Bennett, Esq. • 


Immediately after the conclusion of the 


song, the volunteers filed off into the-cars 
and as they passed along through the dense 
and excited crowd, shaking hands as the} 
went, many were the " farewells "and "Goc 
bless you," given with swelling hearts and 
overflowing eyes, by relatives, friends and 
acquaintances, to the departing soldiers.— 
Soon the train moved off amid nine hearty 
cheers, and the good wishes of the entire 
people of Janesville.
